We will be needed for honor 
guards at the ceremony, for a color 
guard, and for firing a salute when 
the wreath is laid at the monument 
on the grounds. Soldiers are asked 
to arrive by 1 :00 p.m. and report for 
duty assignments. All branches are 
needed; however, Battery members are 
reminded that the cannon will fire 
and needs a full complement for serv- 
ing the piece. Uniform or not, we 
hope the SCV will really turn out for 
this observance. If the lawmakers and 
public do not see that this remem- 
brance of Confederate Heroes is im- 
portant to us, then they may decide 
that it is no longer important to ob- 
serve this special day honoring your 
heritage. We can all devote an hour 
or so on a Sunday afternoon for this 
cause, can't we?

WBTS SITES STUDY BILL 

(Highway, Dec. 1990) The Senate 
passed a bill that directs a national 
study of the boundaries of tfBTS bat- 
tlegrounds. This measure was intro- 
duced by Senator James Jeffords (R- 
Vt. ) It authorizes the Dep : t. of the 
Interior to conduct a one-year study 
to determine which Shenandoah Valley 
sites should be saved from destruc- 
tion. Sen. Dale Bumpers (D-Ark. ), 
chmn. of the Senate subcommittee on 
Public Lands and National Parks, per- 
suaded the Senate to add a section 
authorizing a study of the boundaries 
of all WSTS sites.
